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John Schuler, a well known 


plumber and tinsmith of Wrangell 
yesterday afternoon while start- 
ing to patch an empty gasoline

was doing thereby setting the gas 
in the tank afire and causing a ter- 
rible explosion. Mr. Schuler was 
lying on his back in the bottom of 
the boat when the explosion came 
ripping the tank open right at his 
face and terribly burning him. 
Brando Rosaneo who was in the 
boat watching the preceding’s drag- 
ged the burngd man from the burn- 
ing boat, Mr. Schuler was rushed 
to the Wrangell Hospital where 
wigort Was made to Save him 
avail and he passed a» 
huey irom the effects of the burn at 
five thitty this morning. Brando 
Rosaneo is now under the doctors 
care and is burned terrible but his 
recovery is assured although he is 
burned Madly about the face and 
hands, his face being swollen so 
that both eyes are closed. 
‘The Wrangell Fire Department 
ot which he was one Of the founders 


have taken charge of the remains 
and will hold the funeral next Sat- 
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erday at twelve-thirty, noon at the 
City Hall, 

The deceased Mr, Schuler, has 
been a resident of Wrangell for 
many years and has many friends 
who mourn his untimely passing 
away. 

The gasboat Kingfisher on which 
the tragedy happened belonged to 
John Uolcheck, and the explosion 
and fire which followed cauBed con- 
siderable damage. This is the 
same boat which caught fire at the 
Columbia & Northern float on Nov- 
embet 3rd and repairs were just þe- 
ing completed on her from that fire. 
The fire department made short 
work of the blaze.

“~~ * Jariqulty of the saw. 

The saw is the earliest tool that bas 
been traced in Egyptian history. It 
was found first in the form ef a notch- 
ed bronze knife in the third dynasty, 
or about 5,000 years before the Chris 
tian era, and was followed in the fourth 
and Gfth dynasties by larger toothed 
saws, which were used by carpenters, 
dut there are no dated specimens until 
the seventh century before the Chris- 
tian era, when the Assyrians used iron 
saws. The trst kvires on record were 
made out of fint and were in fact 
saws with minute teet. They prob- 
ably were used for cutting up animals, 
as the teeth would bresk away even 
on soft wood. Rasps, which are but a 
form of saw, were first ade of sheets 
of bronze, punched and goiled round, 
but the Assyrians in the seventh cen- 
tury used the straight rasp made of 
fron similar to the motern type. lo 
the present day the saw le probabiy 
used more than any other tool. It bas 
taken three distinct forms for the 
working of both wood nnd metal—the 
straight snw, the band saw and the 
circular saw,

vasback duck is easily the king. Its 
tiesh is matchless in sweet flavor up 
less it be by that of the redhead, 
and the extremely high price of it 
shows how precious and rare if has 
become.
